To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Sanitary  and  Hospitals 

Committee. 


Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  on  the 
Health  of  the  Borough  for  the  year  ended  December  31st,  1915. 

Occupations  of  Inhabitants,  &c. — The  Port  of  Folkestone 
which  next  to  Dover  is  the  nearest  to  the  French  coast,  is  in  com- 
munication by  steamboat  service  with  Boulogne.  The  extra  service 
established  from  Flushing  the  year  before  last  continues  to  further 
increase  this  traffic.  A large  amount  of  cargo  is  also  brought  by 
this  route.  Besides  a considerable  fishing  industry,  there  is  a coast- 
wise trade,  and  also  an  oversea  trade  from  the  French  and  Baltic 
Ports. 

There  is  a considerable  residential  population,  but  the  main 
asset  of  the  town  is  its  claim  as  a health  resort,  and  in  consequence 
there  are  numerous  hotels  and  lodging  houses- which  give  a con- 
siderable amount  of  employment,  especially  during  the  summer 
months.  The  only  local  industry  is  the  building  trade.  There  are 
also  a number  of  private  schools  for  boys  and  girls  which  cause  a 
preponderance  in  the  9 — 16  years  of  age  period. 

House  Accommodation. — The  residential  portions  of  the 
town  consist  of  a good  class  of  house  laid  out  with  a considerable 
amount  of  open  space,  such  as  public  gardens  and  squares,  but  on 
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account  of  high  ground  rents  there  are  few  houses  standing  in  their 
own  grounds. 

In  the  more  recently  built  parts  the  streets  are  wide,  but  in  the 
old  town  they  are  narrow  and  tortuous. 

The  Building  Bye-law  No.  48,  which  excludes  new  houses 
erected  in  streets  existing  before  1855,  should  be  altered  so  that  it 
may  apply  to  old  streets  for  Sanitary  purposes- 

A considerable  amount  of  work  has  in  recent  years  been  done 
towards  keeping  the  surroundings  of  houses  in  a cleanly  condition, 
and  on  the  whole  the  district  may  be  considered  well  cared  for  in 
this  respect,  but  naturally,  there  are  wide  differences  depending  on 
the  habits  of  the  various  tenants  and  houses  in  the  same  street  will 
vary,  both  inside  and  out,  according  to  the  care  bestowed  upon  them 
by  the  respective  inmates. 

The  supervision  over  the  erection  of  the  new  houses  is  entrusted 
to  the  Building  Inspector,  who  is  responsible  for  the  buildings  con- 
forming to  the  Bye-laws. 

Housing  and  Town  Planning  Act. — No  action  has  been 
taken  under  this  Act  during  the  year  under  review.  The  reason 
given  is  the  strain  of  War  conditions  on  the  financial  side  as  well  as 
the  scarcity  of  labour  to  carry  out  the  necessary  work.  At  the  same 
time,  plans  are  being  deposited  for  buildings,  such  as  a Hippodrome 
at  the  rear  of  Linden  Crescent,  and  also  for  enlarging  and  increasing 
the  seating  accommodation  of  a Cinema  Theatre.  It  is  difficult  to 
understand  this  position,  and,  if  labour  is  available  for  the  latter 
class  of  buildings,  it  surely  can  be  more  advantageously  employed, 
especially  at  the  present  time,  in  dealing  with  property  that  is  a 
serious  menace  to  the  health  of  the  inhabitants. 

Representations  were  made  in  1914  with  regard  to  two  houses 
in  Peter  Street,  one  in  Bennett’s  Yard,  one  in  Norris  Place,  four  in 
Little  Fenchurch  Street,  ten  on  the  Bayle,  one  in  Beach  Street,  one 
in  Arthur  Street,  one  in  George  Lane,  and  two  in  South  Street.  No 
demolition  orders  were  made  during  the  year. 

As  regards  the  unhealthy  area  known  as  the  Radnor  Street 
Scheme,  nothing  is  likely  to  be  done  in  the  immediate  future  for  the 
above-stated  reasons.  It  is  therefore  desirable  that  action  under 
the  above  Act  should  be  carried  on  in  order  to  deal  with  those 
already  reported  as  unfit  for  human  habitation.  The  need  for  this 
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becomes  more  pressing  as  time  goes  on,  seeing  that  the  condition 
of  these  premises  is  becoming  worse  than  it  was  when  they  were 
first  reported. 

Water  Supply. — -With  the  exception  of  some  20  houses,  the 
whole  district  is  supplied  by  the  Folkestone  Waterworks  Company, 
which  derives  its  supply  mainly  from  a deep  well  (130  feet)  in  the 
chalk  situated  at  Standen  in  the  Alkham  Valley,  some  2i  miles  to 
the  north-east  of  the  town.  There  is  also  a deep  well  (90  feet)  in 
the  lower  green  sand  at  the  Shearway  Works,  situated  at  the  foot 
of  the  hills,  about  li  miles  to  the  north-west  of  the  town  and  close 
to  the  reservoirs.  These  two  wells  yield  on  an  average  800,000 
gallons  and  500,000  gallons  respectively  per  diem.  A further 
supply  of  some  300,000  gallons  is  derived  from  a tunnel  in  the 
chalk  escarpment  immediately  behind  the  reservoirs.  A third  deep 
well  (about  185  feet)  exists  in  the  chalk  formation  at  Lydden 
about  one  mile  to  the  N.E.  of  that  at  Standen,  the  yield  from 
which  is  estimated  at  1,000,000  gallons  per  diem.  So  far  this  well 
has  not  been  drawn  upon,  but  the  mains  are  ready  laid  for  future 
use. 

The  capacity  of  the  reservoirs,  which  are  five  in  number,  and 
concreted  throughout,  is  20,000,000  gallons.  Into  these  the  water 
from  the  above-mentioned  wells  is  pumped,  and  is  distributed 
through  the  mains,  to  the  various  parts  of  the  district  by  the  force 
of  gravity. 

The  supply  is  constant  throughout,  and  no  complaints  have 
reached  me  as  to  quantity  or  quality.

Remarks. — The  above  results  are  satisfactory  throughout,  and 
indicate  water  very  pure  organically  and  free  from  sewage  percola- 
tion. The  microscopical  examination  is  also  satisfactory.

Milk  Supply.  — About  75  per  cent,  of  the  supply  is  imported 
from  outside  the  district.  This,  together  with  that  which  is  supplied 
from  the  Cowsheds  within  the  district,  is  subjected  to  constant 
supervision,  and  samples  are  taken  at  frequent  intervals  to  ensure  a 
wholesome  and  pure  supply. 

During  the  year  53  samples  of  milk  were  taken. 

All  samples  were  free  from  chemical  preservatives  or  colouring 
matter. 

The  Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops  have  been  regularly 
inspected,  and  special  attention  has  been  paid  to  the  latter,  on 
account  of  the  unsatisfactory  practice  of  many  of  the  small  class  of 
these  premises  being  used  for  the  sale  of  other  articles  often  of  a 
character  which  would  be  liable  to  contaminate  milk  either  from 
effluvia  or  by  attracting  dies.  Owing  to  the  restrictions  required, 
I find  that  the  number  of  these  premises  has  very  much  diminished. 
Where  they  continue,  the  use  of  gauze  or  butter  muslin  as  a covering 
to  vessels  containing  milk  is  insisted  on,  and  the  danger  pointed  out 
of  allowing  this  objectionable  practice  to  continue.  t here  are  17 
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dairies,  5 cowsheds  and  48  purveyors  of  milk.  The  more  recent 
dairies  are  well  installed  and  provided  with  cooling  apparatus.  In 
two  out  of  the  5 cowsheds  cooling  is  carried  out  before  the  milk  is 
despatched.  The  supply  coming  in  from  surrounding  districts, 
which  is  the  major  portion,  is  subject  to  constant  supervision, 
samples  being  taken  to  ensure  a wholesome  and  pure  supply.  This 
constant  supervision  is  much  needed,  as  some  of  the  cowsheds,  from 
which  the  milk  is  derived,  and  the  methods  or  conveniences  for 
cleaning  utensils,  or  watering  the  cows,  cooling  the  milk,  and  care 
for  the  cleanliness  of  milkers  and  their  methods,  are  not  as  satisfac- 
tory as  could  be  desired.  Greater  care  requires  to  be  exercised  by 
retailers  to  ensure  that  the  whole  of  their  supply  is  derived  from 
premises  the  surroundings  of  which,  and  the  methods  of  procuring 
and  dealing  with  the  milk,  are  above  suspicion,  for  it  is  not  un- 
common to  find  a certain  amount  of  retailer’s  supply  is  derived  from 
premises  which  are  quite  satisfactory,  but  that  this  is  supplemented  in 
times  of  great  demand  by  milk  derived  from  some  small  cowsheds 
where  the  reverse  is  the  case. 

Administration  in  regard  to  Milk.— The  Dairies,  Cow- 
sheds, and  Milkshops  Order  of  1885  is  in  force  : also  Regulations 
under  Section  13  of  such  Act. 

Other  Foods. — Various  articles  of  food  were  found  unsatis- 
factory and  condemned  as  unfit  for  human  consumption. 

A detailed  list  of  the  articles  destroyed  will  be  found  in  the 
Report  of  the  Inspector  of  Nuisances. 

Meat  Inspection. — The  Inspector  of  Nuisances,  who  holds 
a special  certificate  in  Meat  Inspection,  undertakes  this  work.  The 
services  of  the  Assistant  Inspector,  who  also  holds  the  certificate, 
being  now  available,  more  attention  has  been  paid  to  this  branch  of 
work  and  also  to  the  visiting  of  the  various  slaughter-houses* 
Carcases  exposed  in  the  butchers’  shops  are  from  time  to  time 
examined.  In  addition  to  this  a considerable  amount  of  time  is 
devoted  to  the  inspection  of  foreign  meat  arriving  from  the  Con- 
tinent at  the  Port  in  compliance  with  the  Foreign  Meat  and  Unsound 
Food  Regulations. 

During  the  year  9,048  carcases  of  pigs  passed  through  the 
Port,  besides  a considerable  quantity  of  other  food. 
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A detailed  list  of  foods  imported  and  condemned  may  be  found 
at  the  end  of  this  report. 

Large  quantities  of  pork  were  killed  outside  the  Borough  and 
brought  into  the  various  butchers’  shops.  This  causes  much  time 
to  be  expended  in  carrying  out  proper  inspection  of  these  carcases. 

More  care  requires  to  be  exercised  in  the  supervision  and 
selection  of  pig  food,  as  it  is  evident  that  milk  or  other  food  has 
been  used  without  due  regard  to  the  possibilities  of  Tuberculosis 
infection.  Food  of  any  description  is  too  apt  to  be  thought  good 
enough  for  pigs. 

The  remedy  is  the  establishment  of  a Public  Abattoir  where 
all  slaughtering  could  be  carried  out  under  the  supervision  of  a 
properly  qualified  Inspector.  All  meat  killed  outside  should  also 
be  deposited  for  inspection  in  the  same  building.  No  carcase  should 
be  allowed  to  be  removed  except  such  as  has  been  stamped  or 
marked  as  having  been  passed  by  the  Inspector. 

The  Slaughter-houses,  six  of  which  are  registered,  and  one 
licensed  yearly,  are  mostly  situated  in  the  old  parts  of  the  town  in 
crowded  areas,  which  render  them  very  objectionable  from  the 
hygienic  as  well  as  from  the  humane  point  of  view.  With  one 
exception  they  are  antiquated  erections  which  require  constant 
attention  in  order  to  keep  them  up  to  the  requirements  of  the  bye- 
laws. Here  again  the  need  of  an  Abattoir  is  evident,  but  until 
private  owners  can  be  induced  to  use  it,  it  cannot  be  expected  to  pay, 
and  at  the  present  time  it  is  not  possible  to  compel  them  to  do  so. 
However,  this  question  of  an  Abattoir  requires  your  consideration, 
for  the  Slaughter-houses,  with  the  above-mentioned  exception,  are 
not  a credit  to  this  town. 

Action  under  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. — A detailed 
statement  of  the  work  done  during  the  year  under  the  above  Acts 
will  be  found  in  the  accompanying  Report  of  the  Inspector  of 
Nuisances,  who  is  the  Inspector  appointed  under  the  Acts. 

Nuisances.— These  are  dealt  with  by  intimation  notices  for 
their  abatement,  aTo  by  interviews  with  the  owners  or  persons 
concerned.  In  general  this  proceeding  is  found  sufficient  for  the 
abatement.  In  some  cases  it  is  found  necessary  to  follow  these 
notices  up  with  a legal  notice.  Out  of  257  cases  of  nuisances 
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reported  it  was  found  necessary  to  serve  195  intimation  notices,  100 
of  which  required  the  extra  pressure  of  a legal  notice.  Details  of 
the  above  are  furnished  in  the  Inspector’s  Report. 

Complaints  were  received  of  nuisances  arising  from  deposits  of 
unhealthy  material  such  as  fat,  rabbit  skins,  old  clothes,  rags,  etc., 
accumulating  in  the  marine  stores  behind  Sydney  Street,  and  a 
special  report  was  made  on  this,  in  which  it  was  recommended  that 
the  offensive  material  part  of  the  business  be  removed  from  the 
vicinity  of  dwellings.  The  Sanitary  Department  were  instructed  to 
give  the  matter  attention. 

Complaints  were  also  received  of  the  nuisance  at  Norrington’s 
Yard  caused  by  the  deposit  from  horse  slaughtering.  This,  which 
might  be  classed  as  an  offensive  trade,  has  now  been  removed  from 
the  Borough. 

The  usual  steps  were  taken  during  the  year  in  connection  with 
the  Fly  nuisance,  pamphlets  being  circulated  throughout  the  town. 

Special  attention  was  directed  to  the  removal  of  refuse  from 
the  Mews  and  Stables,  and  to  the  speedy  burying  of  manure  in 
Allotment  Gardens. 

Special  attention  was  paid  to  the  various  Military  Camps  in  the 
Borough,  and  arrangements  were  made  for  prompt  removal  of 
latrine  contents,  horse  manure,  etc.  Complaints  were  received  of  a 
nuisance  arising  from  the  diversion  of  the  water  from  ablution 
troughs  and  kitchen  water  from  the  South  Camp  under  Caesar’s 
Camp  into  the  Pent  Stream.  This  was  remedied  by  a sufficient 
drain  being  laid  connecting  up  with  the  main  sewer  in  the  Golf 
Links. 

Destruction  of  Rats. — During  the  year  operations  were 
undertaken  by  the  Corporation  at  nine  centres,  comprising  five 
private  houses,  one  private  school,  two  shops,  and  one  stable,  after 
operations  at  which  places  about  300  dead  rats  were  found.  Various 
methods  are  employed,  comprising  traps*  virus,  strychnine,  and 
barium  carbonate.  In  the  case  of  the  baits  these  were  laid  down 
until  they  had  ceased  to  be  eaten,  and  in  the  majority  of  cases  it  was 
reported  that  no  more  rats  had  been  seen.  Where  runs  have  been 
found  they  have  in  several  cases  been  filled  in.  Operations  are  still 
proceeding. 

£\0  is  included  in  the  estimates  for  the  ensuing  year. 
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SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE. 

Sewer  Outfall.— The  condition  of  the  Sewer  Outfall  remains 
practically  in  the  same  state  as  referred  to  in  my  last  annual  reports, 
and  all  action  under  this  heading  has  been  suspended  during  the 
War-time. 

The  Condition  of  House  Drains.— The  drains  of  all  new 

buildings  are  required  to  be  laid  according  to  the  Building  Bye-laws, 
which  also  require  that  they  should  be  water-tight.  They  are  tested 
and  examined  by  the  Building  Inspector  before  being  passed.  As 
regards  the  older  houses  these  are  being  examined  year  by  year  and 
much  improvement  has  been  effected  in  this  direction.  Recently, 
however,  we  have  been  practically  precluded  from  employing  the 
water  test,  which  I consider  is  the  only  reliable  test  for  revealing 
defects.  It  is  recommended  that  only  the  smoke  test  or  the  coloured 
water  test  should  be  employed,  both  of  which  give  only  negative 
results.  Every  drain  is  liable  through  accident  or  carelessness  to 
become  blocked,  and  thus  to  undergo  the  water  test,  which,  if  the 
drain  is  faultily  constructed,  or  has  weak  and  defective  joints,  at 
once  finds  out  these  weak  spots  and  does  by  natural  process  what 
is  claimed  we  do  by  artificially  applying  the  water  test.  Therefore 
I cannot  see  the  use  of  precluding  the  water  tesc  as  artificially 
applied,  and  I am  of  opinion  this  matter  ought  to  be  re-considered. 

As  these  Bye-laws  refer  only  to  new  buildings,  only  such 
sanitary  repairs  as  are  discovered  on  examination  by  the  Sanitary 
Department  are  made  to  comply  with  the  Bye-laws.  In  those 
instances  in  which  defects  are  found  by  private  individuals  which 
frequently  occur,  no  notice  is  received  by  the  Sanitary  Department* 
and  the  work  is  carried  out  by  those  individuals,  and  the  Depart- 
ment has  therefore  no  opportunity  of  satisfying  itself  with  regard  to 
the  efficiency  of  the  work.  It  would  appear  to  be  only  reasonable 
that  notice  should  be  given  to  the  Sanitary  Department  in  every 
case  in  which  a drain  has  been  opened,  and  I would  suggest  in 
framing  new  Bye-laws,  this  should  be  borne  in  mind. 

Method  of  Disposal  of  Sewage. — With  the  exception  of 
some  half-a-dozen  houses  lying  on  the  outskirts  of  the  town,  this  is 
effected  by  means  of  water  carriage  discharging  the  sewage  untreated 
directly  into  the  sea. 


Removal  and  Disposal  of  House  Refuse. This  work  is 
carried  out  by  the  Corporation.  The  refuse,  both  house  and  trade, 
is  collected  in  covered  carts  from  all  premises  at  least  three  times  a 
week,  and  from  the  busiest  parts  of  the  town  and  large  hotels  more 
frequently. 

The  fish  offal  from  the  Market,  which  used  to  be  removed  in 
tumbrils  for  destruction  at  the  Refuse  Destructor,  is  now  being 
treated  by  special  plant  for  reducing  it  to  pulp,  after  which  it  is 
dried  and  made  into  powder.  This  is  sold  to  a firm  for  manufacture 
into  manure. 

In  addition  to  this,  the  flue  dust  of  the  Destructor  is  used  for 
mixing  with  disinfectants,  thus  making  a disinfectant  powder;  the 
clinker  is  used  for  road  surfaces,  and  material  for  concrete  making 
is  also  produced.  Concrete  slabs  for  the  pavement  of  footways  in 
the  Borough  are  turned  out. 

All  refuse  as  well  as  carcases  and  much  other  condemned  food 
is  now  destroyed  in  the  Destructor. 

Offensive  Trades.  — No  offensive  trade  is  carried  on  in  the 
district. 

Bye-laws  as  to  Common  Lodging  Houses. — There  are 
now  four  of  these  houses  in  the  town.

SCHOOLS. 

Lavatory  Accommodation. — This  is  not  sufficiently  recog- 
nised as  a means  of  enforcing  cleanliness  amongst  the  children,  and 
more  advantage  might  be  taken  of  the  accommodation  afforded, 
which  is  however  in  some  cases  still  very  inadequate. 

The  floors  in  class  rooms,  corridors,  and  staircases  throughout 
the  Schools  have  been  treated  with  a dust  preventing  preparation, 
which  has  given  very  satisfactory  results. 

Closures  of  Public  Elementary  Schools  by  Orders  of 
the  Sanitary  Authority,  during  1915.

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Arrangements  for  the  Medical  Inspection  of  School 
Children.  — The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  Borough  is  also 
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the  School  Medical  Officer,  and  carries  out  the  statutory  duties  for 
School  Medical  Inspection. 

Action  taken  for  Preventing  the  Spread  of  Infectious 

Disease. — As  School  Medical  Officer  information  is  available 
through  the  Managers,  Teachers,  and  Attendance  Officers,  of  the 
occurrence  of  infectious  disease  among  the  scholars.  If  no  medical 
man  is  in  attendance  the  case  is  visited  by  the  School  Nurse,  who 
reports  the  nature  of  the  case.  An  exclusion  notice  stating  nature 
of  disease  is  sent  to  the  teacher  of  the  school  which  the  child  attends 
and  if  the  disease  is  not  notifiable  a card  is  sent  to  the  parents 
giving  general  information  of  the  disease,  and  instructions  as  to 
keeping  the  child  at  home,  and  notifying  the  teachers  of  any  further 
cases.  On  the  occurrence  of  measles  in  a school,  these  cards  are  a*- 
once  sent  to  the  parents  of  all  the  children  in  the  infants’  depart- 
ment. In  the  case  of  a notifiable  disease,  a card  of  instruction  and 
advice  is  left  from  the  Health  Department. 

All  the  Council  Schools  have  now  been  provided  with  jet  drink- 
ing fountains,  and  I hope  that  this  system  will  be  introduced 
throughout  the  Voluntary  Schools,  St.  Mary’s  Boys’  Department 
being  the  only  one  so  provided. 

Methods  of  Dealing  with  Infectious  Disease. — The 

Infectious  Diseases  Notification  Act  adopted  in  1890,  and  the 
Infectious  Diseases  Prevention  Act  adopted  in  1896,  are  in  force  in 
the  Borough. 

Small  Pox  Hospital. — Provision  is  made  for  the  isolation  of 
Small  Pox  at  the  Small  Pox  Plospital.  This  building,  which  is 
situated  at  the  foot  of  the  hills  on  the  Dover  Road,  about  half-a- 
mile  N.E.  of  the  town,  is  a wooden  structure  containing  two  wards, 
and  is  capable  of  accommodating  four  patients  and  two  nurses. 
Three  bedrooms,  a kitchen-dining  room,  bathroom,  and  the  necessary 
offices  commenced  last  year  have  now  been  completed.  A well  has 
been  sunk  in  the  chalk,  reaching  water  at  the  depth  of  140  or  150 
feet,  the  water  from  which  is  pumped  by  a windmill  to  a large  tank 
of  1,130  cubic  feet  capacity  (holding  approximately  7,000  gallons) 
at  the  side  of  the  chalk  pit  enabling  it  to  be  supplied  by  gravity  to 
both  blocks. 

Plot  water  is  available  from  a boiler  for  the  baths,  etc.,  and  a 
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small  cremator  has  been  provided  for  the  destruction  of  pail  and 
other  refuse. 

Liquid  sewage  is  treated  by  passing  through  a septic  tank. 

The  site  of  the  Small  Pox  Hospital  has  now  been  purchased  by 
the  Corporation. 


Sanatorium. — Provision  for  the  accommodation  and  isolation 
of  Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria  and  Enteric  patients  is  provided  in  this 
institution,  which  stands  enclosed  by  an  iron  tence  on  3i  acres  of 
ground,  on  the  eastern  boundary  of  the  town.  The  building  consists 
of  an  administrative  block,  3 ward  blocks,  a porter’s  lodge,  laundry, 
mortuary,  a disinfecting  chamber  with  Thresh’s  steam  disinfector, 
boiler  house,  and  carriage  lodge.  The  old  administrative  building 
is  now  used  as  an  observation  block,  and  contains  three  single 
bedded  wards. 

Three  diseases  can  be  treated  concurrently  in  the  hospital,  viz. : 
Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria  and  Enteric  Fever.  The  accommodation 
is  as  follows  : — 


1. - — Scarlet  Fever  Block 

2.  — Diphtheria  Block 

3.  — Enteric  Block  ...

14  beds. 
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This  number  is  sufficient  for  the  needs  of  the  town  and  Sand- 
gate,  with  whose  Council  an  Agreement  exists  for  taking  the  above 
diseases  from  that  district,  a charge  being  made  of  £2  2s.  a week 
for  each  patient. 

Although  the  number  of  beds  in  the  first  three  blocks  is  46  in 
all,  it  is  not  desirable  for  that  number  to  be  fully  occupied  for  any 
length  of  time,  as  the  cubic  capacity  falls  considerably  short  of  that 
usually  recommended,  viz.,  2,000  cubic  feet  per  bed.  If  this  high 
standard  has  to  be  maintained,  the  number  that  could  be  accommo- 
dated would  be  only  30. 

The  permanent  nursing  staff  consists  of  the  Matron,  2 Charge 
Nurses,  and  8 Probationers,  (1st,  2nd,  and  3rd  year).  4 Assistant 
Nurses,  and  1 Probationer,  however,  have  been  engaged  for  the 
period  of  the  war,  together  with  2 Wardmaids,  and  1 Housemaid. 
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The  permanent  domestic  staff  consists  of  1 Cook,  1 Kitchenmaid, 
1 Housemaid,  2 Wardmaids,  2 Laundrymaids,  and  1 Porter. 
Extra  help  is  also  provided  in  the  Laundry  when  required. 

I wish  again  to  record  my  satisfaction  with  the  manner  in  which 
the  staff  have  carried  out  their  duties,  and  the  excellent  condition 
maintained  in  the  whole  establishment. 

This  year  the  War  Office  has  erected  two  temporary  blocks, 
each  of  two  wards,  with  an  intervening  ward  kitchen,  2 bathrooms, 
lavatories,  and  store  closets,  accommodating  22  patients  in  each 
block,  making  a total  of  44  beds  for  military  cases,  in  addition  to  an 
administrative  block  comprising  1 sitting  room,  1 bathroom,  and  9 
bedrooms.

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Four  deaths,  two  from  scarlet  fever,  one  from  diphtheria,  and 
one  from  cerebro-spinal-meningitis,  occurred  during  the  year.

Disinfection. — All  infected  bedding,  mattresses,  clothing  and 
articles  of  this  nature  are  treated  in  the  “ Thresh  Steam  Disinfector.” 
For  disinfection  of  rooms,  Formalin,  either  in  solution  as  spray  or 
generated  from  the  Alformant  lamp  is  used. 

Prevalence  of,  and  Control  over,  Tuberculosis. — On 

the  1st  February,  1913,  the  Public  Health  (Tuberculosis)  Regula- 
tions 1912  came  into  force. 

The  Tuberculosis  Dispensary,  provided  by  the  Kent  County 
Council,  is  under  Dr.  Reissmann,  and  a Tuberculosis  Nurse  has 
been  appointed  in  connection  with  the  dispensary. 

Dr.  Greenwood,  Chief  Tuberculosis  Officer,  reports  that  the 
attendances  at  the  Dispensary  during  the  year  were  as  follows : —

He  also  reports  that  when  the  Folkestone  Dispensary  was  first 
established  there  was  considerable  local  opposition  which  has  now 
diminished.  I do  not  think  it  can  be  too  often  repeated,  as  I stated 
in  my  last  report,  that  the  Departmental  Committee  on  Tuberculosis 
stated  : — 

“ The  Committee  desire  to  place  on  record  their  opinion  that 
a properly  conducted  institution  is  not  a source  of  danger 
.to  the  neighbourhood.” 

Dr.  Reissmann  took  up  duty  on  October  17th,  1914,

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Amount  of  Hospital  Accommodation  for  cases  of 
Pulmonary  Phthisis. — Owing  to  the  Royal  Victoria  Hospital 
having  to  provide  a number  of  beds  for  military  purposes  no  cases 
have  been  admitted  to  this  institution,  and  consequently  there  is  no 
accommodation  immediately  in  the  neighbourhood  for  Phthisis. 
There  has  also  been  great  difficulty  in  obtaining  accommodation 
outside  the  district. 

Twenty-seven  deaths  occurred  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis, 
and  11  under  the  heading  of  Other  Tuberculous  Diseases,  including 
Tubercular  Meningitis,  giving  a death-rate  per  1,000  of  0.8  and  0.3 
respectively,  equal  to  1.1  per  1,000  from  all  Tuberculous  causes. 

Incidence  of  Disease. 

Scarlet  Fever. — Seventy-four  notifications  of  this  disease 
were  received.  Of  this  number  nine  cases  were  in  the  peeling  stage 
when  notified,  and  three  were  definitely  imported  cases. 

The  heaviest  incidence  occurred  in  the  first  half-year  when  48 
cases  were  notified.  Outbreaks  occurred  in  two  private  Schools, 
accounting  for  6 cases. 

During  the  second  half  of  the  year  26  were  notified,  several  of 
which  were  found  in  the  peeling  stage. 

The  type  of  disease  was  of  a very  slight  character,  giving  rise 
to  “ missed  ” cases  to  which  cause  may  be  attributed  these  sporadic 
outbreaks.

The  disease  has  also  been  very  prevalent  in  neighbouring 
districts,  inter-communication  having  increased  very  much  lately. 

Diphtheria. — Seventy-four  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified, 
which  number  is  much  in  excess  of  the  usual  incidence. 

This  increase  taken  in  conjunction  with  the  large  number 
(twenty-eight)  of  “ carriers  ” discovered  indicates  what  might  have 
proved  to  be  a severe  epidemic.  However,  the  results  of  the  means 
we  have  of  controlling  this  disease,  have  proved  the  efficacy  of  the 
precautions  taken. 
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In  every  case  notified  all  direct  contacts  have  been  medically 
examined,  and  swabs  taken  from  the  nose  or  throat.  As  above- 
mentioned  this  has  led  to  the  discovery  of  the  Diphtheria  germ 
in  no  fewer  than  28  of  these  contacts,  26  of  this  number  being 
inmates  of  houses  from  which  cases  of  Diphtheria  had  been  notified. 
The  remaining  2 were  discovered  at  the  School  Clinic. 

The  distribution  of  the  notified  cases  was  as  follows  : —

22  cases  were  notified  during  the  first  half-year,  including 
several  from  a private  school.  Among  the  inmates  of  this  house 
5 “carriers”  were  discovered,  and  it  was  not  until  these  had  been 
found  and  quarantined  that  the  outbreak  ceased. 

In  the  second  half  of  the  year  52  notifications  were  received. 

The  two  principle  foci  of  infection  were  discovered  in  two 
different  streets  in  the  North  Ward.  Here,  again,  “ carriers  ” 
proved  to  be  the  cause  of  infection,  and  their  discovery  has  caused 
the  disappearance  of  the  disease  from  these  streets. 

Although  the  incidence  has  been  high,  in  the  majority  of  cases 
among  school  children,  the  infection  does  not  appear  to  have  been 
spread  by  means  of  the  schools. 

This  failure  of  school  influence  is  apparently  due  to  the 
systematic  Bacteriological  examination  of  the  school  children  from 
infected  houses,  and  their  exclusion  from  school  until  the  period  of 
incubation  has  elapsed. 

This  method  has  been  followed  out  in  the  other  cases  that  have 
occurred  during  the  year  with  the  same  happy  result,  and  to  this 
measure  is  certainly  due  the  apparent  increase  in  the  number  of 
notifications,  as  several  cases  of  true  Diphtheria  were  discovered,  that 
in  former  times  would  have  otherwise  been  missed. 

Enteric  Fever. — 9 cases  were  notified,  one  of  whom  was  a 
soldier,  belonging  to  the  Royal  Engineers,  a dispatch  rider,  billeted 
at  6,  The  Parade. 

Of  the  8 civil  cases,  4 were  imported,  2 being  Belgian  refugees 
recently  arrived  from  Calais.  The  third  was  a stewardess  on  board 
the  S.S.  Oranje  Nassau  ; the  fourth  came  from  Dover. 
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Of  the  remaining  4,  2 were  discovered  to  be  Paratyphoid,  both 
of  whom  were  notified  within  four  days  of  one  another  in  the  same 
district. 

The  2 remaining  cases  of  Typhoid  were  in  different  districts, 
with  an  interval  of  five  months  between  them.  No  definite  cause 
could  be  found  for  these  latter  cases. 

Acute  Poliomyelitis.— No  notifications  of  this  disease  were 
received. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. — Four  cases  of  this  disease  were 
notified.  They  were  visited  by  the  Health  Visitor,  and  reported 
to  the  County  Medical  Officer. 

Syphilis  . — Negotiations  have  been  under  consideration  for  the 
treatment  of  Venereal  diseases,  and  the  foundation  of  a clinic 
specially  for  these  diseases  at  the  Royal  Victoria  Hospital  with  a 
view  to  combating  the  increase  in  them,  which  is  evident  since  the 
influx  of  the  military. 

The  idea  was  to  try  and  encourage  persons  suffering  from  these 
complaints  to  present  themselves  at  the  Clinic  for  advice  and  treat- 
ment, and  also  to  retain  two  or  three  beds  to  be  occupied  for  short 
periods  at  a time,  for  cases  requiring  observation  or  “ salvarsan  ” 
treatment. 

The  Hospital,  however,  were  unable  to  afford  facilities,  and 
other  suitable  premises  not  being  immediately  available,  the  question 
of  treatment  is  still  in  obeyance. 

The  increase  in  venereal  diseases  is  mainly  attributable  to  the 
influx  of  females,  principally  of  the  professional  class,  who  had 
followed  the  Canadian  Contingent  when  it  was  established  in  this 
district. 

Cerebro-Spinal-Meningitis. — Eight  cases  of  this  disease 
were  notified  in  the  Borough,  of  which  five  were  military  cases,  all 
of  whom  were  at  once  removed  to  the  General  Military  Hospital, 
Shorncliffe. 

Of  the  three  civil  cases,  one  was  directly  attributable  to  infec- 
tion through  a military  case. 

A second  case  was  indirectly  contracted  by  means  of  a 
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“ carrier.”  In  the  third  cash  no  such  evidence  could  be  traced,  nor 
was  any  contact  with  a known  case  proved. 

At  this  period,  that  is  in  the  first  quarter  of  the  year,  an  epi- 
demic of  what  was  thought  to  be  influenza  accompanied  by  sore 
throat  was  very  prevalent,  and  this  is  compatible  with  the 
theory  that  this  disease  was  most  probably  cerebro-spinal  fever, 
with  occasional  manifestations  of  meningial  complications,  as 
occurred  in  the  above-mentioned  cases. 

The  civil  cases  were  all  treated  in  their  own  homes,  and  contacts 
were  swabbed  from  time  to  time,  those  who  were  found  to  be 
“ carriers  ” being  kept  under  special  supervision. 

Small  Pox.  — A case  of  Smallpox  was  discovered  on  the  S.S. 
Mecklenberg  from  Flushing  on  her  arrival  on  the  25th  January. 
The  patient  was  a stewardess  on  board. 

The  rash  was  just  beginning  to  appear  in  the  forehead  and 
wrists,  with  a history  of  supposed  influenza  three  days  previously. 
Fortunately  she  had  been  confined  to  her  berth  most  of  the  time. 

She  was  at  once  removed,  together  with  a steward  and  two 
other  stewardesses,  who  had  been  in  immediate  contact  with  her. 
Her  berth  was  then  disinfected,  the  bedding,  etc.,  being  removed  for 
that  purpose.  The  contacts  were  re-vaccinated  the  same  evening. 

As  the  Flushing  boats  were  at  this  time  carrying  a large  num- 
ber of  refugees,  there  appeared  to  be  a possibility  of  a serious 
outbreak.  All  possible  steps  were  taken  to  trace  the  contacts,  and 
addresses,  in  all  available  instances  where  these  could  be  discovered, 
were  forwarded  to  Medical  Officers  of  the  districts  to  which  they 
were  proceeding. 

The  crew  and  officers  of  the  ship  were  re-vaccinated  and  local 
contacts  kept  under  observation  for  eighteen  days. 

Fortunately  no  other  cases  arose  in  this  district,  and,  I believe, 
there  was  no  extension  of  the  disease  in  other  areas.  This  escape 
was  probably  accounted  for  by  the  patient  having  been  confined  to 
her  berth  during  the  early  stage,  and  also  by  the  re-vaccination  of 
the  contacts,  two  of  whom  re-acted  well  to  vaccination. 

The  case  ran  a typical  course  of  discreet  Smallpox. 

Vaccination.— The  figures  in  the  following  table  were  fur- 
nished by  the  Clerk  to  the  Guardians,  and  give  some  idea  of  the

In  other  words  the  number  of  children  vaccinated  has  fallen 
from  three-fifths  to  two-fifths  of  those  born,  the  fall  being  most 
noticeable  during  the  years  following  the  Vaccination  Act  of  1907. 

This  continued  increase  in  the  number  of  those  unprotected  by 
vaccination  is  becoming  a serious  question.  The  immunity  against 
Smallpox,  hitherto  enjoyed  by  the  country  at  large,  is  not  likely  to 
last  for  an  indefinite  period,  more  especially  since  the  means  of 
international  communication  have  improved  and  rapid  transit  is 
more  the  order  of  the  day.  This  tends  to  increase  the  area  from 
which  possible  infection  may  arrive. 

The  idea,  that  it  is  not  necessary  to  submit  to  vaccination  until 
Smallpox  has  made  its  appearance,  seems  to  be  prevalent.  This 
policy  of  wait  and  see,  will  probably  end  in  a rush  for  vaccination 
when  an  outbreak  does  occur,  and  will  be  likely  to  cause  much 
inconvenience  and  loss  of  time  at  a period  when  the  delay  of  one 
day  may  mean  the  difference  between  protection  or  succumbing 
to  this  odious  disease. 

Another  result  of  this  laxity  is  that  it  necessitates  the  provision 
of  further  accommodation  at  the  Smallpox  Hospital,  for  we  must 
be  prepared  to  treat  greater  numbers  at  one  time,  than  has  been 
necessary  in  the  past.  It  is  not  sufficient  to  say  that  because  you, 
Smallpox  Hospital  has  been  so  seldom  used,  it  is  all  that  is  required 
Recent  experience  has  proved  that  it  is  not,  and  because  you  were 
lucky  in  escaping  an  extension  in  1911,  and  again  in  1914  and  1915. 
it  does  not  mean  to  say  that  you  will  always  be  so  fortunate. 
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Failing  the  protection  afforded  by  vaccination,  it  is  only  reason- 
able that  you  should  be  forearmed  by  making  suitable  provision  for 
isolation  of  Smallpox. 

It  is  a matter  for  congratulation  that  the  work  on  the  Adminis- 
trative Block,  and  other  improvements  recommended  in  my  last 
report,  have  been  done.  This  has  enabled  you  to  deal  with  a further 
extension  for  the  accommodation  of  patients  which  at  the  rate  of 
one  bed  for  3,000  of  the  population  should  number  at  least  12.  At 
present  there  is  only  accommodation  for  6 patients. 

Diarrhoea. — Fourteen  deaths  are  attributable  to  this  disease, 
of  which  number  eleven  occurred  under  the  age  of  one  year,  and 
two  in  one — two  year’s  age  period. 

Two  of  the  deaths  occurred  in  the  month  of  February,  two  in 
August,  four  in  September,  and  six  in  October. 

The  precautions  taken,  in  addition  to  those  carried  out  as  a 
matter  of  routine  and  mentioned  in  my  last  report,  included  the 
circulation  of  instructions  of  how  to  deal  with  the  Fly  pest,  and  the 
provision  of  means  for  destroying  flies,  which  appears  to  have  been 
made  use  of  to  a very  satisfactory  extent,  fly  papers  and  Formalin 
being  in  great  request. 

Special  attention  was  paid  to  accumulations  of  manure  and 
refuse,  and  their  removal  expedited.  Five  notices  were  also  served 
to  render  out  manure  and  dungpits  at  the  various  stables.  Several 
accumulations  were  treated  with  borax  with  a view  to  destroying 
larvae. 

Cancer. — During  the  year  53  deaths  were  registered  as  due  to 
this  disease,  which  gives  a death  rate  of  1*5  per  1,000.  The  deaths 
were  distributed  as  follows  : —

The  average  for  the  last  seven  years  is — West  Ward  15,  North 
Ward  15,  and  East  Ward  12,  which  is  about  the  proportion  allotted 
to  the  population  for  each  Ward,  so  that  there  does  not  appear  to 
be  an  undue  preponderance  in  any  one  Ward.

The  number  of  swabs  taken  for  Diphtheria  was  heavy  on 
account  of  the  three  consecutive  negative  ones  being  required  before 
the  discharge  of  a patient,  and  also  to  the  necessity  of  taking  swabs 
from  contacts  during  any  outbreak  amongst  school  children. 

The  Bacteriological  examinations  for  diagnosis  of  Diphtheria, 
Enteric  fever,  Pulmonary  Phthisis  and  Cerebro-spinal  Meningitis, 
also  the  examination  of  hair  for  Ringworm  are  undertaken  at  the 
laboratory  of  the  Kent  County  Council  at  Maidstone. 

Factory  and  Workshops  Act. — In  the  accompanying  Tables 
provided  by  the  Secretary  of  State,  the  number  of  inspections, 
defects  and  remedies  and  other  matters  dealing  with  the  Act  are 
recorded. 

Bakehouses. — There  are  forty  bakehouses  in  the  Borough,  of 
which  three  are  underground  bakehouses.  As  they  comply  in  every 
respect  with  the  requirements  of  the  Council,  they  have  been 
registered.  Failure  to  whitewash  walls  and  ceilings  was  found  in 
three  instances,  requiring  notices  to  be  served  to  carry  this  out. 
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VITAL  STATISTICS. 

Population. — The  estimated  population  to  the  middle  of  1915 
as  returned  by  the  Registrar  General  was  33,209. 

During  the  year  there  has  been  a considerable  increase  on 
account  of  the  influx  of  Refugees  from  Belgium  and  France.  The 
number  of  persons  under  this  category  registered  in  the  Borough  is 
given  by  the  Aliens  Registration  Officer  as  8,435,  on  the  30th  of 
June.  This  number,  however,  does  not  include  persons  under  the 
age  of  16  years.  In  addition,  numerous  Canadian  families  who 
have  accompanied  their  relatives  in  the  Canadian  Army  to  England, 
have  taken  up  residence  in  the  Borough.  Housing  accommodation 
for  this  influx,  I am  credibly  informed  is  very  scarce,  as  also  is 
small  house  property  for  the  working  classes. 

I therefore  consider  that  the  above  estimated  population  is 
much  below  the  actual  figure,  the  method  by  which  it  was  arrived 
at,  not  sufficiently  taking  into  consideration  the  extent  of  the  local 
influx,  and  this  is  borne  out  by  the  extraordinary  rise  in  the  birth- 
rate, which  has  of  late  years  been  steadily  declining,  and  has 
remained  stationary  during  the  last  four  years.

Births. — During  the  year  the  births  registered  were  316  males 
and  340  females,  making  a total  of  656,  an  increase  of  51  births  on 
the  previous  year.  Of  this  number  25  occurred  among  the  Belgian 
population,  who  have  been  established  here  since  August,  1914. 
The  birth-rate  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  population  19.7  being  a 
marked  increase  on  the  past  five  years,  but  "still  lower  than  the 
birth-rate  for  the  whole  country. 

Fifty-one  illegitimate  births  were  registered  during  the  year, 
compared  with  40  of  the  preceding  year.  The  total  births  registered 
within  the  district  numbered  580  legititimate,  and  41  illegitimate, 
making  a total  of  621.  To  these  are  added  the  births  that  occurred 
outside  the  District,  but  have  been  transferred  by  the  Registrar- 
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General  to  this  District,  being  25  legitimate  and  10  illegitimate, 
which  gives  the  nett  total  of  656  births,  of  whom  51  are  illegitimate 
births. 

The  illegitimate  birth  rate  for  the  Borough  is  therefore  7*7  per 

cent. 

Deaths. — The  total  number  of  deaths  registered  within  the 
district  was  507,  giving  a gross  death  rate  of  15*2  per  thousand. 
The  deaths  among  non-residents  in  the  Borough  numbered  55. 
Deaths  of  residents  registered  as  dying  outside  the  Borough  num- 
bered 65.  This  gives  the  nett  deaths  at  all  ages  as  517,  a nett  death 
rate  of  15*5  per  thousand.  Of  the  total  number  registered  in  the 
Borough,  25  were  among  the  foreign  population. 

Infantile  Mortality. — The  number  of  deaths  registered  under 
one  year  of  age  was  75,  giving  the  infantile  mortality  rate  per  1,000 
births  registered  of  114*3. 

Table  IV.  gives  a detailed,. account  of  the  deaths  from  the  stated 
causes  in  weeks  for  the  first  three  months  of  life,  and  three-monthly 
periods  up  to  twelve  months  of  life,  of  infants,  divided  into  different 
wards,  and  for  the  district  as  a whole. 

The  following  statements  compare  the  Birth,  Death,  and  Infan- 
tile Death  Rates  with  those  of  England  and  Wales  : —

The  increase  is  principally  due  to  deaths  from  Pneumonia 
resulting  after  Measles,  which  accounted  for  17  deaths.  Diarrhoea 
and  Enteritis  accounted  for  11,  and  22  were  due  to  the  wasting 
diseases,  including  11  premature  births. 

The  reason  for  the  increase  in  the  number  of  premature  births 
is  probably  accounted  for  by  the  strain  and  worry  of  the  expectant 
mothers  caused  by  the  abnormal  War  conditions. 
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It  is  on  this  account  that  the  desirability  for  formulating  a 
scheme  under  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Act  is  a pressing 
necessity.  I have  previously  reported  upon  the  saving  that  has  been 
effected  in  infantile  life  owing  to  the  measures  taken  under  the 
Notification  of  Births  Act,  and  have  pointed  out  the  further  saving 
that  could  be  effected  by  a more  systematic  attention  by  a whole 
time  Health  Visitor,  who  would  also  be  able  to  instruct  and  advise 
the  mothers  during  the  pre-natal  period.

The  arrangements  mentioned  in  a previous  Annual  Report, 
whereby  the  extra  School  Nurse  appointed  by  the  Education  Com- 
mittee, was  allowed  to  devote  part  of  her  time  as  Health  Visitor 
under  the  Notification  of  Births’  Act  have  been  carried  out.  Nurse 
Crawford  having  been  transferred  to  the  Military  Hospital,  Nurse 
Jones  relieved  her  temporarily  until  May  31st,  from  which  date 
Nurse  Clark  has  been  appointed  to  carry  out  the  work  of  School 
Nurse  and  Health  Visitor. 

During  the  year  she  has  made  476  visits  respecting  407  babies, 
Of  this  number  407  were  primary  visits  and  69  secondary.  Four 
of  these  were  enquiries  into  deaths  of  infants.  Babies  have  been 
brought  to  the  office  and  weighed  and  cards  of  the  weights  given  to 
the  mothers.  In  five  instances  she  visited  babies  suffering  from 
Ophthalmia  Neonatorum.  These  cases  all  yielded  to  treatment. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. — There  are  six  Midwives

It  is  very  desirable  that  more  visits  should  be  paid  subsequent 
to  the  primary  visits  at  least  eight  visits  per  infant  up  to  the  age 
of  twelve  months. 
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At  present  it  is  impossible  for  Nurse  Clark  to  do  more  than 
she  has  been  doing.  It  will,  therefore,  be  necessary  to  appoint  a 
full  time  Health  Visitor  to  fulfil  these  duties.  She  will  then  be  able 
to  devote  her  whole  attention  to  the  number  of  infants  who  require 
supervision,  viz.,  about  500  born  during  the  year. 

In  connection  with  the  appointment  of  a full  time  Health 
Visitor,  a centre  is  obviously  essential,  where,  in  conjunction  with  a 
Medical  Officer,  the  necessary  advice  and  treatment  could  be 
afforded,  for  the  infant,  mother,  or  expectant  mother,  and  I consider 
this  a necessary  basis  on  which  to  take  action  under  the  Maternity 
and  Child  Welfare  Act. 

Zymotic  Diseases. — The  seven  principal  Zymotic  Diseases 
were  responsible  for  55  deaths.

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Co-operation  of  Civil  and  Military  Sanitary  Services. 

Acting  on  the  advice  contained  in  a circular  of  the  Local  Govern- 
ment Board  issued  on  31st  August,  1914,  the  points  laid  down  in 
that  circular  have  been  followed  as  closely  as  possible. 

A considerable  number  of  troops,  averaging  about  4,000,  were 
billeted  in  the  town  up  till  April.  This  necessitated  a large  amount 
of  work  in  visiting  the  billets  several  of  which  were  found  to  be  over- 
crowded, and  were  remedied  on  being  brought  to  the  notice  of  the 
Military  Authorities. 

After  April,  camps  in  various  localities  were  formed,  one  large 
one  at  the  base  of  Caesar’s  Camp  accommodating  2,500  men.  The 
sanitary  arrangements,  removal  of  refuse,  etc.,  had  to  be  attended  to 
in  this  case,  and  it  was  a subject  of  constant  supervision. 

There  was  also  a camp  behind  Caesar’s  Camp  which  was  in  close 
proximity  to  the  catchment  area  of  the  water  supply,  and  it  was  the 
subject  of  correspondence  with  the  Local  Government  Board,  and 
the  Military  Authorities. 

The  War  Office  have  erected  and  opened  two  ward  blocks,  and 
an  administrative  block  at  the  Infectious  Hospital  grounds  as  quoted 
vide  page  16.  The  accommodation  is  for  44  patients  for  whom  they 
pay  28/-  per  week  per  head,  which  includes  maintenance  and  medi- 
cal treatment.  For  details  of  admission  to  these  blocks  vide  page  16. 

Attention  was  paid  to  the  more  frequent  scavenging  in  districts 
where  troops  were  billeted.  A letter  was  sent  to  the  Chief  Medical 
Officer  giving  notice  that  troops  should  be  warned  against 
indulging  in  the  consumption  of  shellfish,  as  the  source  from  which 
they  were  derived  could  not  be  vouched  for  as  being  above  suspicion. 

A systematic  method  of  notification  of  infectious  cases  both  by 
military  and  civil  sanitary  officers  was  arranged  and  has  worked 
satisfactorily. 

Facilities  were  provided  for  dealing  with  verminous  persons  by 
the  erection  of  a cleansing  station  at  the  premises  abutting  the  Refuse 
Destructor  at  which  6 baths  and  a hot  air  chamber  were  installed. 
This  was  intended  for  the  use  of  troops  billeted  within  the  area  of 
the  Borough  but  since  the  Canadians  have  formed  large  encampments 
in  the  districts  surrounding  the  Borough  large  numbers  have  been 
sent  m for  cleansing  together  with  a large  quantity  of  kit  and  blankets. 


PORT  SANITARY  AUTHORITY. 


Medical  Inspection  at  the  Port  of  all  Passengers 
landing. 

This  work  was  carried  out  by  myself  throughout  the  year,  with 
the  assistance  of  Dr.  Gooderson  Bateman  who  was  appointed  in 
October  1914,  during  which  period  1,275  boats  arrived  carrying 
260,674  passengers. 

In  January,  a stewardess  on  board  one  of  the  Flushing  boats, 
the  S.S.  Mecklenberg,  was  found  to  be  suffering  from  Smallpox, 
and  was  removed.  A week  later  another  stewardess  on  the  Flushing 
Boat  Oranje  Nassau  was  removed  to  the  Observation  House  in  a 
febrile  condition.  This  case  eventually  proved  to  be  one  of  Typhoid 
fever,  and  she  was  transferred  to  the  Sanatorium. 

After  the  middle  of  March  the  Flushing  service,  and,  for  a short 
period,  only  two  boats  from  Boulogne  were  arriving  per  diem.  A 
service  of  three  and  four  boats  a day  was  re-established,  and  was 
continued  through  the  year,  these  coming  from  Calais,  Boulogne  and 
Dieppe. 

The  character  of  the  passengers  underwent  a change,  the  refugee 
type  being  very  much  less  in  evidence,  and  people  from  various  parts 
of  Southern  Europe,  especially  from  the  Balkan  States,  showing  a 
marked  increase.  Many  of  those  from  the  latter  were  coming  from 
areas  infected  with  such  infection  as  Typhus,  Smallpox,  Typhoid 
Fever,  etc.,  not  to  say  Cholera  from  Austria  and  Galicia. 

The  Medical  Inspection  was  directed  especially  to  these,  and 
the  names  and  addresses  were  taken  of  all  coming  from  these  in- 
fected areas,  such  names  and  addresses  being  forwarded  to  the 
Medical  Officers  of  Health  of  the  Sanitary  Authorities  to  which 
they  were  proceeding.  These  at  the  end  of  the  year  numbered 
1608. 

Detention  of  Infectious  or  Suspicious  Cases  of  In- 
fectious Disease. — The  following  Table  summarizes  the  result  of 
the  detentions  at  the  Observation  House,  or  action  taken  with  re- 
gard to  suspected  cases  of  infectious  disease,  and  persons  in  an  un- 
cleanly condition.  In  several  instances  it  was  found  necessary  to

In  several  instances  cases  of  whooping  cough  were  discovered 
and  were  allowed  to  proceed,  being  placed  in  locked  compartments. 
These  are  not  included  above. 

All  the  cases  removed  from  the  Port  were  accompanied  by  the 
Sanitary  staff,  either  in  vehicles  or  walking,  thus  avoiding  any  delay 
or  misdirection. 

1538  notifications  were  forwarded  to  other  Authorities  in  re- 
spect of  Refugees  and  others  warning  the  Authorities  that  they  were 
proceeding  to  their  district.  Most  of  these  Refugees  were  quite 
destitute  and  it  was  thought  advisable  to  let  the  Authorities  know  of 
their  arrival.  In  other  cases  the  passengers  had  been  in  contact 
with  infection. 

Disinfection  and  cleansing  of  dirty  persons  and  cloth- 
ing.— In  several  instances  persons  in  a dirty  condition  were  sent  to 
the  Public  Baths  accompanied  by  a Nurse.  Provision  was  also 
made  for  dealing  with  this  class  of  person,  when  the  Refugee  Com- 
mittee took  over  the  Old  Harvey  Grammar  School,  the  baths  at 
this  institution  then  being  used.  Disinfection  of  clothing,  etc., 
was  carried  out  under  the  superintendence  of  the  Sanitary  staff  at 
the  disinfector  at  the  Sanatorium. 
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I would  like  to  draw  your  attention  to  the  untiring  and  willing 
manner  m which  your  Sanitary  staff  Messrs.  J.  Pearson  (Chief) 
H.  W.  Gill  and  H.  Tunbridge  devoted  themselves  to  the  work. 
They  were  often  engaged  for  long  hours  in  addition  to  their  routine 
work,  not  only  in  aiding  the  inspection,  but  in  helping  to  cleanse 
Refugees,  remove  them  to  the  Observation  House,  etc.,  supervising 
the  sanitary  conditions  on  board  the  boats,  disinfection,  and  at  the 
beginning  in  maintaining  order  and  restraining  the  passengers  prior 
to  the  services  of  the  special  constables. 

Their  services  were  most  essential  to  enable  the  work  to  be 
carried  out  systematically. 

Appended  is  a Table  of  Meteorological  observations  taken  at 
he  Sanatorium  Meteorological  Station.

To  His  Worship  the  Mayor  and  Members  of  the  Folkestone 

Corporation. 

Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  26th  Annual  Report  for 
the  year  ending  December  31st,  1915. 

The  work  in  my  department,  consequent  to  the  War,  has  been 
somewhat  restricted  as  regards  the  ordinary  work,  but  has  been  more 
varied  in  character,  due  to  the  presence  of  so  many  troops  being 
billeted  here  and  in  camps  in  the  Borough,  and  the  large  number  of 
Belgian  Refugees  who  continued  to  arrive  during  the  first  six  months 
of  the  year,  a number  of  whom,  on  medical  examination,  were  found 
to  be  suffering  from  infectious  disease  and  were  consequently  moved 
to  the  Observation  House  or  the  Sanatorium. 

In  addition  to  the  various  Acts  relating  to  Public  Health, 
Factories  and  Workshops,  Food,  Food  and  Drugs,  Housing  etc., 
additional  regulations  were  issued  by  the  Local  Government  Board 
relating  to  billeting  and  other  matters  concerning  the  civil  and 
military  services. 

On  account  of  these  important  duties  and  a depleted  staff  it  was 
found  impossible  to  carry  out  the  usual  house  to  house  inspection,  but 
many  houses  in  the  North  and  East  Wards  were  constantly  under 
inspection  as  the  billeting  of  about  7,000  troops  was  continued  well 
into  the  year. 

Scavenging  — On  account  of  the  shortage  of  horses  and  men, 
and  also  the  fact  that  the  Refuse  Destructor,  although  working  to  its 
full  limit,  was  unable  to  cope  with  the  bulk  of  the  refuse,  I made  a 
large  number  of  visits  to  houses  to  impress  upon  householders  the 
necessity  of  burning  all  the  refuse  which  could  be  burnt  in  their 
own  kitchen  grates  ; and  in  many  instances  the  bulk  to  be  collected 
was  reduced  by  half. 
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School  Inspection  and  Disinfection. — Periodical  inspec- 
tions were  made  of  the  sanitary  conveniences  of  the  various  schools 
in  the  Borough,  which  were  kept  in  a cleanly  state.  More  frequent 
and  special  cleansing  and  disinfection  was  necessary  at  the  Dover 
Road  Schools  on  account  of  the  large  numbers  of  Belgian  Refugees 
being  temporarily  housed  there.  The  whole  of  the  classrooms  at  the 
Dover  Road,  North,  Sydney  Street,  Grace  Hill,  St.  Mary’s,  and 
Christ  Church  Schools  were  disinfected  after  infectious  disease. 

Allotment  Gardens  and  Piggeries. — On  account  of  the 
many  accumulations  of  refuse  at  the  Walton  Allotment  Gardens  which 
caused  the  breeding  of  flies,  and  through  which  many  complaints 
were  received,  special  inspections  were  made,  and,  on  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  Medical  Officer,  the  refuse  heaps  were  tieated  with 
Boracic  Acid  preparations,  which  had  a good  effect  in  reducing  the 
number  of  flies.  The  other  allotment  gardens  were  inspected,  but 
were  kept  in  a better  condition  than  the  above. 

Stables  and  Garages. — The  number  of  stables  in  the  Borough 
continued  to  decrease  due  to  the  further  use  of  mechanical  traction. 
In  those  stables  which  exist,  it  was  found  very  difficult  to  ensure 
prompt  removal  of  the  dung  on  account  of  the  shortage  of  horses 
and  men.  The  dwellings  over  many  of  the  stables  were  frequently 
inspected.  As  a large  number  of  men  are  now  employed  at  the 
various  garages  converted  from  stables,  it  was  found  necessary  to 
require  better  sanitary  provision. 

Milkshops,  Cowsheds  and  Dairies. — There  are  five  cowsheds 
seventeen  dairies  and  45  purveyors  of  milk  on  the  Registers.  The 
cowsheds  were  regularly  inspected  and  kept  in  a fair  sanitary  con- 
dition. One  cowshed  was  closed  in  the  spring,  being  required  by 
the  War  Department.  The  dairies  were  inspected  as  to  general 
cleanliness  and  the  proper  cleansing  and  scalding  of  churns  and 
other  receptacles.  Inspections  were  also  made  at  the  various  rail- 
way stations  of  empty  churns  to  ascertain  if  they  had  been  properly 
scalded  at  the  Dairies  or  Farms,  as,  at  most  of  the  country  farms 
proper  facilities  for  scalding  are  lacking.  On  account  of  the  depleted 
staff  here  and  at  the  County  Laboratory  it  was  not  found  possible 
as  in  former  years  to  send  samples  of  milk  for  bacteriological  ex- 
amination for  tubercle  bacilli,  but  a careful  examination  was  made 
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of  the  cows’  udders  in  the  various  cowsheds  to  detect  any  suspicious 
symptoms. 

Housing  and  Town  Planning  Act. — On  account  of  the 
War  it  was  not  found  possible  to  report  on  any  houses  during  the 
year,  and  where  notices  had  been  served  on  owners  for  remedial  work* 
to  be  carried  out,  the  scarcity  of  labour  made  it  impossible  for  such 
work  to  be  done.  With  regard  to  the  Radnor  Street  Area,  which 
has  been  scheduled  as  an  unsanitary  area,  many  of  the  houses  are 
now  in  a more  insanitary  condition  than  when  first  reported  on,  and 
are  daily  becoming  worse  on  account  of  their  dilapidated  condition, 
that  it  now  becomes  imperative  for  some  prompt  remedy  to  be 
applied.  The  Corporation  having  decided  to  make  this  area  an 
improvement  scheme  which  would  cost  the  town  over  ^8, 000,  it  is 
patent  that,  with  the  dearness  of  money  and  the  greatly  increased 
cost  of  building  materials,  it  will  be  impossible  to  carry  out  this  scheme 
for  some  years  to  come.  The  Corporation  should  therefore  at  once 
proceed  to  close  these  houses  which  are  unfit  for  human  habitation, 
and  cannot  be  rendered  fit. 

Infectious  Disease. — During  the  year  the  following  cases 
were  removed  to  the  Sanatorium: — 70  Scarlet  fever,  79  Diphtheria, 
6 Typhoid  fever,  6 Measles,  5 German  measles,  1 Erysipelas,  and 
one  Poliomyelitis.  Five  cases  were  moved  as  being  suspicious. 
From  Sandgate  2 Scarlet  fever  and  5 Diptheria  cases  were  moved 
to  the  Sanatorium  under  agreement,  and  one  case  of  Cerebro-spinal- 
meningitis  was  moved  from  Seabrook.  Military  cases  admitted  to 
the  Sanatorium  were  as  follows  : — 32  Scarlet  fever,  64  Diphtheria, 
44  Mumps,  38  Measles,  8 Cerebro-spinal-meningitis,  7 Typhoid  fever 
2 Tonsilitis,  1 Erysipelas,  1 Epididymitis,  1 Vincent’s  Angina,  and 
6 Cerebro-spinal  carriers.  All  these  cases  caused  a great  increase 
in  the  work  of  my  department,  as,  in  addition  to  the  civil  cases,  many 
of  the  military  cases  occurred  in  billets  necessitating  the  disinfection 
of  the  rooms,  bedding  and  kits.  A case  of  Smallpox  was  removed 
to  the  Smallpox  Hospital  from  the  Flushing'  boat  after  one  day’s 
observation  at  the  Observation  House.  After  the  removal,  the 
cabins  on  the  boat  were  thoroughly  disinfected,  together  with  the 
bedding  etc.,  and  the  rooms  at  the  Observation  House.  The  contacts 
were  kept  under  strict  observation  for  18  days. 

Port  Sanitary  Inspection. — During  the  past  year  the  coast- 
wise trade  was  almost  entirely  suspended.  There  was,  however,  a 


great  increase  in  the  number  of  vessels  arriving  from  foreign  ports, 
and  nearly  all  these  were  steamers  from  Calais,  Boulogne,  and 
Dieppe,  which  were  found  in  a good  sanitary  condition,  the  only 
case  of  infectious  disease  brought  by  shipping  (other  than  those 
among  refugees)  was  the  case  of  Smallpox  previously  referred  to. 

Food  Inspection. — A systematic  inspection  was  made  of 
premises,  where  foods  were  exposed  for  sale,  and  special  attention 
was  paid  to  bakehouses,  butchers’  shops,  etc.,  where  any  kind  of 
food  was  prepared  for  the  troops  in  the  various  camps  both  inside 
and  outside  the  Borough.  As  far  as  possible,  frequent  inspections 
were  made  of  chilled  meat  arriving  at  the  Junction  Station.  The 
fish  exposed  for  sale  at  the  Fishmarket  has  greatly  diminished  in 
quantity  on  account  of  the  War,  and  the  area  of  the  fishing  grounds 
has  also  greatly  diminished  by  Admiralty  Order;  but  those  fish 
exposed  for  sale  were  found  to  be  of  good  quality.  On  account  of 
the  greatly  increased  number  of  eating-houses  and  restaurants  due 
to  the  demand  of  the  large  number  of  troops  in  the  district,  much 
more  frequent  inspection  was  made  to  these  premises  to  ensure 
cleanliness  and  that  the  foods  prepared  were  of  good  quality.  The 
tinned  and  similar  foods  were  inspected  at  the  times  when  samples 
were  being  taken  under  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts.  A table 
of  food  inspected  at  the  Port  is  set  out  at  the  end  of  this  Report. 

The  American  Mildew  Gooseberry  (Fruit)  Order, 
1912.— Th  is  Order  being  still  in  force  in  Kent,  it  was  necessary  to 
inspect  the  fruit  vans  on  arrival  from  the  country  districts,  and  also 
the  fruiterers’  shops  in  the  Borough.  The  amount  of  diseased  fruit 
found  was  not  so  great  as  in  former  years,  and  the  percentage  of 
fruit  affected  was  lower.  Baskets  and  other  receptacles  were 
cleansed  and  disinfected  where  diseased  fruit  was  found  in  any 
degree. 

Common  Lodging  Houses. — The  four  Common  Lodging 
Houses  in  the  Borough  were  frequently  inspected  to  ensure  com- 
pliance with  the  Bye-laws  governing  these  houses,  but  on  account 
of  the  War  the  number  using  these  houses  has  greatly  diminished. 
In  one  case  it  was  found  necessary  to  serve  a notice  on  the  keeper 
to  cleanse  and  renew  certain  bedding  which  had  become  very  dirty 
and  dilapidated.  There  are  certain  houses  in  the  Borough  which 
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are  let  in  lodgings,  and  to  which  no  Bye-laws  are  applicable.  These 
require  frequent  inspections  to  ensure  proper  sanitary  provision  and 
cleanliness. 

Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts,  Margarine  Acts,  etc. — 

During  the  past  year  I have  purchased  53  samples  of  milk,  9 of 
butter,  6 of  lard,  5 of  Hour,  4 of  margarine,  3 of  white  pepper,  2 of 
cheese,  1 each  of  cocoa,  rice,  whiskey,  condensed  milk,  sausage 
meat,  brawn,  ground  ginger,  and  plum  jam,  making  a total  of  90 
samples.  Of  these,  6 samples  of  milk  were  adulterated,  and  one 
sample  of  margarine  was  sold  contrary  to  the  Margarine  Act.  Fines 
aggregating  /*18,  and  £5  9s.  6d.  costs,  were  recovered.  A table  at 
the  end  of  the  report  shows  results  of  samples  and  action  taken. 

Bakehouses. — During  the  year  the  40  bakehouses,  including 
three  underground  which  were  licensed,  were  frequently  inspected. 
All  these  were  well  kept,  except  in  three  cases  where  there  was 
delay  in  the  periodical  whitewashing  due  to  pressure  of  War  work 
and  shortage  of  labour. 

Factory  and  Workshops  Act. — There  are  now  30  factor- 
ies, and  236  workshops,  and  34  outworkers’  premises  in  the  Borough. 
On  account  of  the  large  number  of  troops  in  the  district,  a very  large 
amount  of  officers’  and  other  Army  clothing  has  been  made  in  the 
various  tailors’  shops  during  the  year,  and  special  visits  were  made 
to  these.  In  only  three  cases  was  it  necessary  to  serve  notices— 
one  to  improve  ventilation,  and  two  to  provide  proper  heating 
appliances. 

Slaughterhouses. — i\s  far  as  possible  bi-weekly  inspections 
were  made  of  the  six  registered  and  one  licensed  slaughterhouses 
in  the  Borough.  In  one  case  it  was  found  necessary  to  serve  a 
notice  for  the  provision  of  air-tight  covered  receptacles  for  the 
storage  of  offal.  All  carcases  and  viscera  were  frequently  inspected, 
and  certain  livers,  lungs,  and  other  organs  found  slightly  affected 
with  Tuberculosis  were  destroyed.  The  importance  of  food  inspec- 
tion is  becoming  more  necessary  every  year  on  account  of  the  disease 
caused  by  diseased  meat  being  sold,  but  it  is  impossible  to  carry  this 
out  in  an  efficient  manner  unless  a proper  Abattoir  is  provided,  and, 
if  public  opinion  was  brought  to  bear  on  the  Corporation,  this  could 
be  provided  at  small  cost  to  the  ratepayer. 
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Shops  Act. — A careful  inspection  was  made  of  the  various 
shops  in  the  town  to  ensure  compliance  with  this  Act.  Frequent 
cautions  were  made,  but  in  four  cases  proceedings  were  taken  before 
the  Borough  Bench,  when  convictions  were  obtained,  and  fines  of 
£\  in  each  case  were  inflicted.  The  operation  of  Closing  of  Shops 
was  suspended  by  the  Corporation  from  the  middle  of  May  to  the 
middle  of  September. 

Public  Baths  . — The  Public  Baths  have  been  used  up  to  their 
full  capacity  during  the  past  year,  and  the  number  of  bathers  has 
greatly  increased,  the  total  bathers  being  63,274  as  against  43,848 
in  1914— an  increase  of  19,426,  or  a percentage  increase  of  44*3. 
The  new  boiler  at  the  Baths  has  been  fixed  ; it  is  working  satisfac- 
torily, and  is  effecting  great  economy. 

I wish  to  thank  my  assistants,  Messrs.  Tunbridge,  Gill  and 
Ruck,  for  their  valuable  assistance  and  overtime  given  in  coping 
with  their  greatly  increased  duties  during  the  War  time.
